DAYLIGHT lull of several 

hours followed successes by 
A.A. gunners against flying bombs 
sent over Southern England early 
yesterday, the Press Association 
states. During the night, activity 
was not on a heavy scale, and a 
big proportion of the robots was 
destroyed by gunners and fighters. 
A 300 years’ old inn and a police 
station were among buildings badly 
damaged yesterday. There were no 
casualties. but several officers 
asleep inside were smothered in 
broken glass. Houses were wrecked, 
one person being killed and several’ 
seriously injured, 

A British Air Ministry and 
Ministry of Home Security report 
stated yesterday that at intervals 
during Monday night and for a few 
hours after daybreak yesterday 
fiying bombs were sent over the 
southern counties, including the 
London _ area. Damage and 
casualties were caused. The Air 
Ministry's News Service said that a 
large proportion of the bombs 
were destroyed by fighter pilots and 
other defensive measures during 
Monday and Monday night. 


SHUTTLE FLIGHT 


Allied Headquarters in Italy re- 
ported yesterday that 8th Air Force 
Flying Fortresses landed yesterday 
at an airfield after bombing Buzan 
and Zilistea—part of the defences 
of the Ploesti airfields on the 
shuttle flight from a Russian base, 
They first flew from England “to 
Russia, and this was the second 
England-Russia-Italy mission flown 
by the 8th Air Force. 

A Reuter telegram from Moscow 
said that 8th Air Force heavy 
bombers, operating from bases in 
the Soviet Union, attacked the 
German synthetic oil refinery at 
Tresbenia, about 20 miles west of 
Cracow, on Monday.  Escorting 
Mustangs reported the destruction 
of three German fighters in combat, 
and the bombers claimed one. No 
Allied plane is missing.

AT DUN LAOGHAIRE 


THE suggested establishment of an 

aerodrome or seaplane base at 
Dun Laoghaire had a sequel at a 
meeting of Dun Laoghaire Corpora- 
tion last night, when a letter was 
read from the Secretary of the 
Department of Industry and Com- 
merce in connection with the sug- 
gestion. 

Mr. R. C. Ferguson, in the course 
of his letter, inted: out that an 
airport, providing facilities for the 
largest type of aircraft, had been 
provided at Collinstown.: It ap- 
peared to the Minister that the pro- 
vision of an airport on the same 
scale in the vicinity of Dun 
Laoghaire would not be E ified. A 
base capable of handling flying 
boats of the trans-Atlantic:type had 
been provided on the Shannon, and 
the Minister was of opinion that the 
major marine base. at the Shannon 
would meet the neéds of the country 
for as long as could at present be 
visualised, having in mind ‘air trans- 
port development. 

it seemed that the. attention of 
the Borough Corporation, if directed 
towards aerodrome development, 
should be confined to the provision 
of flying fields suitable for light air- 


| 


craft or a marine base adequate for 
light seaplanes. The. latter project 
would probably be very much the 
cheaper in view of the existing 
facilities at Dun Laoghaire. ' 

“ Aircraft of the light type are 
mentioned because it seems to the 
Minister unlikely that the need 
would arise for the provision of 
facilities for regular commercial 
operation, and the type of traffic 
visualised would be mainly of the 
tourist and — flying character,” 
the letter added. 

Mr. M. J. O'Rourke suggested 
that the Corporation should 
advocate the establishment of a 
flying field and a seaplane base with 
a fast motor road connecting both.

As re 
gards the third question, Judge lly 
Said that the defendant’s refusal was with- 
Out reasonable cause. and that he acted 
captiously and unreasonably, and that the 
ostensible grounds of his refusal to supply 
the plaintiff with lunch was not bona fide. 
The circumstances under which the pla 
Was refused a meal subjected him to incon- 
venience, and also to humilistion end 
Cignity in the presence and hearing of othe 
customers.

Command, and General Weygand, 
who had been called to replace 
General Gamelin, saw. it 
immediately. The French Army, 
however, was so badly dis- 
organised that the German 
manoeuvre achieved complete and 
devastating success, with the result 
that the Channel ports were lost 
to the Allies, and ‘the British 
Army was forced to evacuate via 
Dunkirk. Marshal Brauchitsch 
evidently knew that French 
Opposition was unlikely to be 
effective. Is General Montgomery 
equally confident to-day? The 
American armoured units seem to 
be doing more or less as they 
choose in. Brittany, “which, 
manifestly, is weakly held by the 
Germans. St. Malo has been 
isolated; but it still is being 
defended by a determined 
garrison, after the fashion of 
Cherbourg. The Germans also 
are putting up a stiff resistance 
at Brest, Lorient and St. Nazaire; 
but in all cases the Americans 
appear to be in superior strength, 
and their drive to Vannes 
virtually has cut off Brittany 
much in the same way as a 
similar drive a few weeks ago cut 
off the Cotentin. Marshal von 
Kluge has done the obvious thing. 
In the belief, or at least the hope, 
that the Americans may have 
over-reached themselves, he has 
launched a formidable counter- 
Ofiensive betweén Martain and 
Soudeval, not far from Avranches. 
According to British reports, this. 
is the largest attack that has been 
made by the Germans since the 
Allies landed in Normandy. It 
began on Sunday night, and at 
least four armoured divisions are 
reported to be attacking. Martain 
has changed hands three times; 
but it is stated now to be in 
Allied hands. The Germans have 
penetrated the Allied line to a 
depth of some three miles in the 
region of Cherence la Roussel. 
They are making a determined 
effort to pay the Allies back in 
their own coin by the isolation of 
the American tanks and other 
armoured forces in Brittany. The 
corridor in the Avranches 
neighbourhood is __ perilously 
narrow; and Marshal von Kluge 
seems to be concentrating all his 
available forces in this region. 
He also is taking a big risk; but 
the battle for France has reached 
a stage at which risks are 
inevitable. Like his British vis-a- 
vis, the German commander is 
not the type of man whose enter- 
prise will be deterred by copy- 
book maxims. 

While the Germans are counter- 
attacking, the Ist Canadian Army 
has mounted a new offensive 
south of Caen. It was preceded 
by terrific air preparation. For 
the first time during the campaign, 
heavy American bombers were 
used in support of a night attack; 
and the din was so deafening 
that the Allied troops were 
supplied with cotton-wool to 
protect their ears. The offensive 
was directed towards the area 
between May-sur-Orne and Tilly 
la Campagne, both of which 
strong-points have been by-passed 
by the Canadians, who were 
assisted by a certain number of 
British troops. A bridgehead of 
between two and three thousand 
yards in width has been estab- 
lished east of the Orne: and the 
Allies were reported yesterday to 
have reached positions only one 
hundred miles from Paris, 
although no place-names were 
mentioned. It looks as if a kind 
of see-saw movement is in pro- 
gress. While the Germans are 
striking towards the west, General 
Montgomery is thrusting east- 
wards, His immediate objective 
would seem to be Falaise, the 
centre of a vital network of roads, 
and an important link in the 
chain of fortified positions lying 
between Normandy and Paris, A 
few days ago American troops 
were stated to have reached the 
Loire; and there seems to be little 
doubt now that, if they can 
annul’ the German counter- 
attack . towards Brittany, the 
Allies will deploy their vast forces 
in the territory: between this river 
and the Seine, resting ‘their 
flanks upon excellent natural 
supports. Vire has been captured. 
The Germans are withdrawing 
towards the east; but they are 
fighting strong rearguard actions, 
and evidently do not propose to

A sort of 
centrifugal force assailed the 
city and hurled its population out 
on all sides towards the country 
and the seaside.

After the war, trans- 
port will be available freely, and 
unrestricted opportunities for 
development will confront seaside 
resorts. It will bé a positive 
duty for those who are in charge 
of such things—transport authori- 
ties, local councils, the Irish 
Tourist Board, and others—to see 
that resorts within easy reach of 
Dublin and other principal cities 
offer, holiday facilities even to the 
comparatively poor, and that 
transport to such centres is 
adequate and cheap. Fresh air 
is not free, as the song-writers 
tell us. It is sold at the price of 
bus fares to the sea, of meals in 
cafés, or—for a prolonged dose— 
of hotel board and accommoda- 
tion. Yet, theré is enough fresh 
air for all, and all must be 
enabled to take their rations. 
Cheap holidays, for days or for 
weeks, housing estates placed 
well outside the city, even public 
parks, can play their part in 
making air and exercise not a 
mere Bank Holiday debauchery, 
but a regular part of life.

Ship-builder

In a sports outfitters in O' Connell 
street a number of workmanlike 
models are on view of ships now 
being used by the Irish Marine and 
Merchant Services. Other models 
give an idea of the kind of vessel 
that we may be using after the war 
is over, 

The. models are made by Captain 
Patrick Tobin, who is Master of the 
Port and Docks tug Ben Eadar. 
Captain Tobin began to make these 
wooden ships, perfect in every 
detail, many years agó, and has 
developed them into a profitable 
side-line. He uses any scraps of 
wood he can find, steaming and 
bending them to shape. He makes 
all his own metal pieces, casting 
them in lead, with wooden moulds 
carved by himself. Anchors he 
models out of sheet lead, using 
nothing more than a pair of pliers. 
Collar studs make the bitts, another 
collar stud the steering wheel. 

Beads are his chief difficulty. He 
uses them~for masthead and side- 
lights, and for the spheres on either 
side of the compass, But they are 
difficult to get. For his latest model 
he had to break up a seed rl 
necklace belonging to one of his 


daughters.

He added that, whatever the Bench 
decided, there would still be an ad- 
justment to be made, as Mrs. 
Barron would have to get a pass- 
port to stay im Britain. : 


Meat Ration 


While there is no danger that the 
value of the meat ration for adults 
will fall below Is. 2d. a week, im- 
ported American pork has formed 
an increasingly high percentage of 
the available supplies in most dis- 
tricts in recent months.

might arise through settlements with 
individual farmers. 

It is understood that this lack on 
the part of the farmers is being 
attended to, and that in the course 
of the next day or two a committee 
or group will emerge which will be 
in a position to speak on behalf of 
the employers. :

Evacuation 


No praise can be too high for 
the way in which education officers 
and school teachers in Southern 
England, including the London 
area, have stood by—in many cases 
by day and night—so that women 
and children could be evacuated 
from flying bomb areas to the safe 
areas of the Midlands and the 
North. Private evacuation has 
been mech more in evidence than on 
former occasions, and arises from 
that relationships pre- 
viously established in the reception 
greas have been revived. These 
contacts are likely to prove most 
satisfactory, and are still proceed- 
ing at a surprising rate. 


Battle of the Cabbages 


Many experts think that a future 
Irish industry will be the dehydra- 
tion of potatoes. not to mention 
cabbages. An interesting test was 
made here recently, when 400 men 
were divided into two batches. One 
batch was given cabbages of good 
quality, cooked in the normal way; 
the other dried cabbage. Neither 
batch knew that any experiment 
was being carri out, but less 
cabbage was left on the plates of 
the men served with cabbage from 
the dried material than on the 

lates of those served with the 
resh, and the Vitamin C value of 
the former was found to be some- 
what higher, because of th 
stabilisation of the Vitamin C in 
the pre-cooking. i 
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
